ranch in southwestern Chihuahua. 
Villa cursed and slapped him and 
Bento n drew b ack to strike Villa in 
resentment of the oath and b low w hen 
Villa knocked him down with his re­ 
v o lv er. Benton's death followed. 
A Mexican who was present with 
ecv eral others in Villa’s offices when 
the difficulty 
occurred b etween the 
British citizen and the reb el chief tells 
the story. 
Benton Speaks Bluntly 
to Villa. 
Tie said that Renton, after b eing 
admitted 
to Villa’s presence, b egan 
speaking heatedly, declaring to Villa: 
“ Yo u and your men are b andits, 
pure and simple. You hav e taken my 
ho rses, destroyed b y property, and 
damaged me in ev ery way , y et you 
pose befo re the world as civ ilized w ar­ 
rio rs, fighting for your country. 
Y’ou 
We fighting for loot and power.” 
Villa, acording to the man relating 
the story, roso from b ehind a small 
desk a t which he was sitting, and, 
phaking his finger at Renton, retorted : 
* “You are a federal sympathizer: 
you hav e aided the assassin of Madero 
In ev ery possib le way. 
I am going to

This result was regarded b y 
adm inistration leaders as m arking the 
end of the controv ersy ov er the gov ­ 
ernm ent’s foreign policy and assuring 
the ratification of the treaties which 
expired more than a year ago with 
Great Britain, Japan, Italy, Spain, Nor­ 
way, Sweden, Portugal and Switzer­ 
land. Votes on resolutions of ratifica­ 
tion of all the treaties aro expected 
late today. 
T hat the b ig fight was ov er was con­ 
ceded ev en b y leaders of the opposi­ 
tion. 
Champions of arb itration as an in­ 
ternational principle and leaders in 
the Democratic ranks expjesesd grati­ 
fication at the result, aiid many of 
them saw in it an indication that the 
desire of the president for repeal of 
the tolls prov ision of the canal act 
would b e m et without difficulty.

Do v ou know' how to tie a lily bow? 
You should ex p erim ent with some old 
lengths of ribbon 
if you mean to 
m ake for yourself a v elv et-crowned 
autum n hat whose smartness will de­ 
p end entirely up on the p oise of its 
trimming. 
First, you take your fiv e 
half-yard strands of sash ribbon and, 
sewing one end of each about the base 
of a hat j crown, draw' the entire 
num ber ov er its ap ex so that they 
shall form a p uffy ap p earance which 
will not be p retty in the silk ribbon, 
but which is lov ely in new v elv et. 
Hav ing firmly twisted the whole mass 
together with a bit of hat wire, run 
the slenderest of wires along both 
sides of each of the ends and then 
twist them into shap es as nearly as 
p ossible resembling the leav es of a 
lily. 
One end should be bent so that 
its sides p artly ov erlap at the top 
while they op en out toward tho bot­ 
tom, another should become a half 
sp iral, two should be half double and 
a fifth should look like a budding leaf. 
I>dn’t get » discouraged when they re­ 
fuse at first to take lily loaf shap es. 
Wired ribbon will stand a lot of hand­ 
ling and, once hav ing acquired tho 
knack of twisting it into lily shap es, 
to rep eat the p rocess with v elv et will 
be a brief task.

and the Illinois river to St. Louis. 
It 
expressed the opinion that if the com­ 
merce justified such action, another 
foot could be added to the depth by 
dredging. 
A 14-foot channel would be too shal­ 
low for large vessels, the board de­ 
clared, and too deep for small vessels 
and an eight or nine foot depth would 
be ample to care for present and pros­ 
pective commerce on this waterway. 
A diversion of 10,000 feet of water a 
second from Lake Michigan through 
the Chicago drainage canal, the report 
said, would lower the water in I^k es 
Huron and Michigan at mean lake 
level, .465 feet; in Lake Erie, .448 , and 
in Lake Ontario, .431 feet. 
To overcome the lowering of the 
lake levels the engineers propose the 
construction of submerged weirs in 
Niagara river to hold up the level of 
Lake Erie and in the St. Clair river to 
hold up the level of Lakes Michigan 
and Huron at a total estimated cost of 
$175,000, with
